13 Highway Safety 
Standards Issued

Thirteen 
federal 
standards 
ranging from a uniform traffic 
signal to a driver’s test at least 
once every four years were sub­ 
mitted to the states Thursday 
for possible inclusion in their 
highway safety programs.

Too little attention has been given the 
teenage drinking problem for too long. It 
has grown like a tropical vine, in many 
directions. Now- it ha« taken firm root and 
involves so many variables that it almost 
defies the challenges to correct it- 
Parents who consider themselves sophis­ 
ticated do not object to their children drink­ 
ing. or even getting drunk. Kids more than 
ever have free rein of their time, and even 
the house when the parents are away. 
Those boys and girls who are indulged 
in this manner by mom and dad exert an 
unhealthy influence on other youngsters 
whose parents are trying to keep them 
on a steady keel. 
Frequently 
the 
alcoholic 
beverages 
come right out of the iamily larder. Police 
have little control here. But more often than 
not, the teenagers have someone over 21 
make a legitimate purchase for them, they 
deceive tavern operators and distributors, 
and they even steal their booze. 
In their unfortunate reasoning, many be­ 
lieve they aren’t being too awfully bad by it. ' 
They could be taking dope, they remind 
themselves, or they could be sexually pro­ 
miscuous. So what’s so bad about getting 
drunk? 
We all have a stake in this now. and 
what must be done must be done (irmly 
and without hesitation. Parents must sit 
down and take stock, and they must 
weigh the merits of being liberal with 
their children against the drawbacks of 
being too easy. 
Police must consider their duty to the 
community to prevent 
adults from 
con­ 
tributing to the delinquency of minors. 
Beer distributors must exercise greater 
caution, and the tavern operators must set 
aside the profit motive temporarily to chase 
away these beer-drinking youngsters. 
The moral right or wrong of drinking beer 
is an academic question here. Of greater 
concern is what it leads to: drunk driving 
and fatal accidents, false bravado and felon­ 
ies committed “for fun." fights and injuries, 
vandalism and mischief. 
Everyone involved must show the concern 
the situation merits. 1? e Mercury’s role is 
to continue to report *11 the news, particul­ 
arly where efforts are made to hide it. 
If, as a result cf the spotlight of 
publicity 
shining on 
them 
and

family, some young people will be em ­ 
barrassed enough to never repeat their - 
dangerous capers, that is a bonus bene­ 
fit. 
If. a« a consequence of teenage concern 
about bad publicity, some girls and boys 
avoid parties, much the better. 
But it is going to take everyone working 
in concert to draw the line, and drawing that 
line is long overdue.

Standards Issued 


In Retrospect 


50 Years Ago

Thirteen 
federal 
standards 
ranging from a uniform traffic 
signal to a driver’s test at least 
once every four years were sub­ 
mitted to the states Thursday 
for possible inclusion in their 
highway safety programs. 
The suggestions are for com­ 
ment and review only, the Com­ 
merce 
Department said, 
and 
represent no 
commitment by 
the government to their adop­ 
tion in the form outlined. 
But officials have said they 
expect no softening of the high­ 
way safety standards similar to 
the toning-down of the 
auto 
standards published last month 
by the department. 
Under law', each state must be 
implementing by Dec. 31, 1968, 
a. highway safety program ap­ 
proved by the federal govern­ 
ment or face possible loss of 10 
per cent of its federal road con­ 
struction money.

State representatives who at­ 
tended the meeting at which the 
recommendations were outlined 
questioned 
federal 
officials 
about technical aspects of the 
standards. There was no out­ 
right opposition to them. The 
states were asked to submit 
comments within 30 days.. 
The tentative standards: 
— Mandatory inspection of 
vehicles at least once a year. 
— Re-examination of drivers 
at least every four years with 
more frequent re-examinations 
for persons under 25 and over 
65. 
— Central registration sys­ 
tems for vehicles with informa­ 
tion available for traffic safety 
studies and research. 
— Investigation and improve­ 
ment of areas with a high per­ 
centage of accidents. 
— A central traffic record 
system to include driver and 
accident records. 
— Forwarding of traffic court 
records to state highway safety 
agencies; 
uniform 
accounting 
for traffic fines and uniform 
court procedures. 
— Crash helmets for motorcy­ 
cle operators.
